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Fur-Bearing Trout 
Numerous One Time 


Colorado Town Claims to 
Have Pictorial Proof. 


SALIDA, COLO.—The mountain 
town of Salida has announced it has 
found ‘‘pictorial proof’’ that trout 
with fur on their sides once swam 
in the waters of the Arkansas river. | 

Tales of the furry fin-flippers have 


| circulated here since Zebulon Pike 


first glimpsed the Rocky mountains. 
Old-timers swear that trout with fur 
plainly visible on their sides once 
were numerous. A request for proof 
of the fur-bearing-trout story was 
received recently from Platte, Kan., 
by Wilbur Foshay, secretary of the 
Salida chamber of commerce. 

Said the Kansas request: “An- 
swer collect if you have fur-bearing 
trout in the Arkansas river.’’ 

Foshay, after a long search, un- 
earthed a picture and mailed it to 
the curious Kansan. Foshay said the 
photograph, which shows a large 
trout with an even distribution of 
pelts over its entire body, was taken 
by a pioneer Salida photographer. 

“The legend is that the photog- 
rapher snapped the picture to prove 
to coming generations the story of 
the fur-bearing fish,’’ Foshay said. 
“The pioneers say he was not a 
trick artist—and that fish with fur 
once were a fact. All I know is 
what I see in the picture.” 

Pioneers have an answer to the 
question of why the strange fish no 
longer are seen in the Arkansas. 

“I don’t know whether they were 
mistaken for beavers and extermi- 
nated by trappers,’’ they say, ‘‘or 
whether the flow of hot springs into 
the river has caused them to shed 
their fur. If there are any left 
they’re not as fur-bearing as they 
were. Not near.’’

Survey Site of 


dians and French May 
Be Honored. 


WASHINGTON.—The Smithsonian 
institution, in co-operation with the 
national park service, is exploring 
the site of the French-Indian battle 
at Ackia, Miss., with view to the 
possible establishment of a national 
monument. 

On that battlefield the French un- 
der Sieur de Bienville were deci- 
sively defeated on May 20, 1736, by 
the Chickasaw Indians, marking an 
initial turn in the tide against the 
French in the early stage of their 
long struggle with the British for 
control of the Mississippi valley. 

Henry B. Collins Jr., archeologist, 
is now making the local survey of 
the battle site near the present town 
of Tupelo, Miss., and will try to 
delimit the actual ground covered 
by the battle, which was in effect 
a siege of a palisaded Indian town. 

Statement by Institute. 

The Smithsonian institution, dis- 
cussing the project, said in part: 

“This three-hour engagement, in 
which the French colonial troops 
were handicapped by lack of artil- 
lery and the Indians were supposed- 
ly directed by English traders, may 
have had a significant effect, at the 
time unappreciated, on the long 
struggle between the two empires 
for possession of territory between 
the Appalachians and the Mississip- 
pi. 

“The Chickasaws long had been 
hostile to the French and friendly 
to the English. Bienville had 
planned to crush them in a vise be- 
tween his own troops and a French 
force under General d’Artaguette 
which was moving southward from 
the ‘Illinois territory.’ The latter 
never arrived and it was later 
learned it had been cut to pieces by 
a Chickasaw ambush. The Indians 
had taken many prisoners and 
burned them at the stake. 

Defeat Considered Significant. 

“Henceforth, the unconquered 
Chickasaw constituted a serious ob- 
stacle to French progress from their 
gulf colonies to the northwestward. 
Otherwise they might have estab- 
lished a continuous fortified line west 
of the Appalachians between Can- 
ada and the gulf which would have 
been very difficult for the English to 
penetrate. 

“After the 
Chickasaws, 


battle of Ackia the 
members of that old 
Creek confederacy, remained in pos- 
session of the territory around Tu- 
pelo for approximately a century.

The University of California is 
well rperesented at the Golden 
Gate International Exposition by 
graduates and former’ students 
now employed there, according to 
Miss Vrea Christie, manager of 
the Bureau of Occupations. Tie 
Bureau placed more than one 
hundred and fifty students with 
national companies to act as hosts 
commentators, lecturers, etc. An- 
other hundred or more were plac- 
ed with the Key System Trans- 
portation Co. to serve as cashiers, 
gatemen and guides on the ‘“Ele- 
phant Thains.” Many others were 
referred directly to the Exposition 
employment service and are act- 
ing as cashiers and guides. 

“A conservative estimate of the 
unmbre of Univresity students 
ar eformer students working on 
jobs pretaining to the Exposition 
would run wlel above a thousand,” 
Miss Christie said. 

The Bureau of Occupations at- 
tempted to fill as many jobs as 
possible with students who had 
been self-supporting at the Uni- 
versity. By taking leaves of ab- 
sence from the University for one 
yaer thsee students will be able 
to return to the Univresity with 
sufficient funds to complete their 
education without spending long 
hours at part-time jobs. 

“Nveer since we bgean handling 
employment at the Univresity 
have we placed a mor eappreciat- 
ive group of applicants,” Miss 
Christie said. ‘The prospects of 
being able to return to the Uni- 
vresity with a chance to do con- 
centrated study has appealed to 
many students who have previous.

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The POLITICAL PARADE 


The California ballot, which 
has grown as long as a politician’’s 


speech, and more complicated 
than international diplomacy, is 
due for a trip to the tailor to 


make the thing fit the fellow it 
was fashioned for—the California 
voter! 

As an aftermath of last year’s 
elections, when a bewildered elec- 
torate learned that political po- 
lygamists could be legally wed- 
ded to five or six parties at one 
time—and have their names ap- 
pear on as many _  tickets—the 
State Legislature will shortly be- 
gin to deliberate on several new 
measures designed to compel Re- 
publicans to run as Republicans 
and Democrats as Democrats. | 

Obviously, a candidate cannot 
be at the same time a Democrat, 
& Republican, a Socialist, a Pro- 
gressive and a Prohibitionist, and 
ballot reformists in the Legisla- 
ture are seeking to end the polit- 
ical masquerade by securing the 
enactment of a law to prevent 
“cross-filing’”’. If the bill secures 
legislative approval, candiaates 
will appear on one ticket only— 
—their own ticket—and voters 
will be spared the necessity of 
buying a party manual to identi- 
fy party candidates. 

And inasmuch as th eaverage 
voter (party organs to the con- 
trary, notwithstanding) doesn’t 
give a whoop about party organi- 
zation, another bill before the 
Legislature would remove from 
the ballot the names of candi- 
dates for the county central com- 
mittees of each party+leaving 
that chore to the party’s legisla- 
tive nominees. 

Most important, perhaps, of all 
of the election simplification pro- 
posals pending before the lawma- 
kers is a measure to require that 
all initiative and referendum acts 
be submitted to the voters in the 
“off year’—-when candidates are 
not candidates, and consequently 
are not tempted to ride to vic- 
tory on a “TThirty Dollars Every 
Thursday” issue, or some similar 
shiboleth popular at the moment. 

Divorcing elections for candi- 
dates from elections on issues, ac- 
cording to the ballot reform ex- 
perts, will go a long way toward 
eliminating political hypocrisy 
—-and will also have the effect of 
shortening the ballot which the 
puzzled voter must wrangle withe 
in the voting booth. 

And fror the standpoint of the 
average voter, almost any reform 
will be a good reform. ThTe 1938

For almost 50 years live rabbits 
have been shipped from Greens- 
burg to all parts of the United 
States.

Retailres throughout California 
today were notified by the State 
Board of Equalization that, effect- | 
ive April 1, California’s rteail ! 
salse tax will apply to all sales | 
made to United States Coven!
